E^loyees of Detroit, 2345 Cass Avenue, Detroit, Michigan, was 
contacted at the Americana Hotel, Bal Harbour, Florida, on 
October 17, 1973. He fhmished the following Information: 

Mr. LIBERATO has never met Mr. FORD personally and 
his knowledge of Mr. FORD is limited to what he has seen on 
television and what he has heard from others. He has been 
very ln5>ressed with Mr. F0RD*s record and considers him "down 
to earth." He has never heard aiQrthlng from any source of an 
unfavorable nature concerning Mr. FORD and although he disagrees 
with him politically, if he had to vote for a R^ublican, he 
knows of no one for whom he would rather vote* He concluded 
by stating that during all Mr. FORD's compaigns for re-election 
through the years, Mr. LIB01ATO recalled having heard nothing 
which would reflect unfavorably in any way on Mr. FORD’s 
personal integrity. 
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Mr. WILLIAM MARSHALL, President of Michigan State 
AFL - CIO, 1034 North Washington Avenue, Lansing, Michigan, 
was contacted at the Americana Hotel, Bal Harbor, Florida, 
on October 15, 1973, and he advised as follows: 

Mr, MARSHALL has met Mr. GERALD FORD on two or 
three occasions and once appeared with him as the co-speaher 
on a local radio program in Michigan, He has never been a 
close personal friend of Mr. FORD but he is well acquainted 
with his brother, Mr. THOMAS FORD, Mr. THOMAS FORD was 
recently defeated in a re-election campaign for the Michigan 
State Legislature and is now en^loyed by the Michigan State 
Legislature. Mr. MARSHALL is also slightly acquainted with 
other members of Mr. FORD'S family and he considers the entire 
family to be persons of excellent character and reputation, 

Mr. MARSHALL has the highest respect personally for 
Mr. FORD and feels he is an honest man Whose background is 
"an open book". There is absolutely nothing in Mr. FORD's 
background Whicih would give any possible indication he is 
other than a thoroughly honest amd loyal individual. 

Mr. MARSHALL said organized labor has generally 
opposed Mr. FC^D in the past although .certain sections of the 
labor field have supported him. The total basis of the labor 
field's opposition to him has been his unfavorable voting 
record in Ccxigress regarding labor matters and has certainly 
not resulted from any lack of integrity or honesty on Mr. FORD's 
part. 
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Mr. WALTER CAMPBELL, Secretary - Treasurer, 
Michigan State AFL - CIO, 1034 North Washington Avenue, 
Lansing, Michigan, was contacted on October 17, 1973, at 
the Americana Hotel, Bal Harbor, Florida. He advised as 
follows: 


Mr. CAMPBELL has met Mr. FORD on only one occasion 
several years ago at a large public meeting. He, thus, has 
not been closely associated with Mr. FORD in the past, 
however, he has followed Mr. FORD's career in public service 
in the news media ever since Mr. FORD's first election to 
the House of Representatives in 1948.

25 years and describes him as decent, honest, 
conservative individual of excellent reputation 
about whom nothing unfavorable is known. FORD 
recommended for position of trust and confidence 
with U.S. Government.

On October 16, 1973, the Honorable GEORGE CLIFTON 
EDWARDS, JR,, Judge, United States Court of Appeals, Sixth 
Circuit, advised he has known GERALD FORD by reputation 
since 1939, and on a first name basis for about the last 
15 years. He stated that he is not an Intimate acquaintance 
of Mr. FORD, has not socialized with him and knows him 
primarily through his, EDWARDS’, work in Michigan govern- 
mental circles, through mutual acquaintances and associates 
and through contact at various political functions . 

Judge EDWARDS characterized FORD as a very 
conscientious, conservative congressman. He stated that 
to the best of his knowledge, Mr. FORD was a very honest 
individual who has done a reasonably good Job for his 
constituents in the Grand Rapids, Michigan area. He stated 
that if he were to summarize FORD'S character in a single 
phrase, it would be that FORD is a "solid citizen". He 
stated that to his knowledge, FORD has an excellent 
reputation and he knows of no derogatory Information 
whatever concerning him. He stated that the worse thing 
he could say about FORD in this regard was that he some- 
times suffers tr<m "hoof and mouth disease". That is, 

FORD sometimes makes statements, the full import of which 
he seems unaware. 

Judge EDWARDS further stated that he doubted 
minority groups would consider FORD to be a representative 
of their Interests. He stated that he thought that FORD 
would be less than even handed in his dealings with 
minorities, though he indicated such treatment or actions 
by FORD would probably not he conscious in nature. He 
stated that he felt President MIXON has done much to divide 
this country racially and he indicated that FORD would 
follow NIXON'S lead in this area. He stated that FORD was 
not the smartest man, though he reiterated that he felt 
he was honest. 
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Judge EDWARDS stated that he could not , in good 
conscience, recosaiend FORD for the office of Vice President, 
not because of any derogatory inforaation in his possession, 
but because he felt in evaluating a Vice Presidential 
candidate or, as in this case appointee, evi^jf^jiitlon must 
begin by looking at the candidate or appointee as a 
possible President of the United States as there is 
obviously a distinct possibility that this person might one 
day become President. He stated that if he could be sure 
that FORD would remain Vice President, he would 
recommend him for the position. Judge EDVARIXS stated that 
in his opinion, FORD knows nothing of foreign affairs or 
the racial issue with all its ramifications, which two 
problems EDWARDS considers the most urgent facing the world 
today. 


Judge EDWARDS further indicated that FORD did 
not have the Intellectual capacity to deal with the 
office of Vice President and was intellectually unprepared 
for it. He stated that in ccnmenting on FORD's intellectual 
capacity, he was reminded of a poster he had recently 
seen of Snoopy the dog stating the difficulty of "playing 
chess with a checkers mentality". 

Judge EDWARDS stated that because of the 
possibility of FORD becoming President, he could not 
rec<MBmend him for the office of Vice President for the 
aforementioned reasons. 

On October 16, 1973, the Honorable WADE HAMPTON 
MC CREE, JR., Judge, United States Court of Appeals, Sixth 
Circuit, advised he has known Congressman FORD for approxi- 
mately 25 years. He stated that he first knew of GERALD 
FORD about 1948, when FORD was running for Congress. He 
stated that he knew FORD was the Congressman from the 
Grand Rapids, Michigan area, which he believed was the 
Fifth District. He Indicated he does not know FORD 
Intimately, but knew him as a political personage. In 
recent years he has seen him only at football games and 
political gatherings. Judge MC CREE stated that he was 
active politically in Michigan in 1948, and was an attorney 
in Detroit when he first met FORD. He described their 
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relationship as pleasant and indicated that he did not 
wish to convey the Impression that this was a close 
relationship. 

Judge liC CREE characterized FORD as a very 
affable, pleasant person. He stated that he had no 
reservations about his honesty and never would expect 
any kind of scandal to be linked with his name. He stated 
that he would be very surprised and shocked to learn of 
any such scandal. He indicated that FORD is a conservative 
person who does not live on a lavish scale and lives within 
his means. He indicated that FORD is a man of even 
temperament who is not prone to making flamboyant statements. 

He stated that FORD has an excellent reputation and that he 
is known as a very good worker. In characterizing FORD 
as a conservative. Judge MC CREE stated that by conserva- 
tive he meant that FORD recognizes the value of tradition 
and experience. He stated that FORD is not a venturescme 
type individual. He stated that FORD is basically a very 
decent person. He is "the sort of man you leave in charge 
if you don't want to rock the boat." He stated that FORD 
is the type of person who can stand pressure and who has 
the ability to make up his own mind. 

Judge liC CREE stated that he is not aware that 
FORD has ever had any problems with minority groups. He 
indicated that FORD has distinguished himself neither as 
an advocate nor as a detractor on the Civil Rights issue. 

He stated that FORD is the type of individual who will 
stay out of controversial areas. He indicated he felt 
this was true in all areas, not only in Civil Rights. He 
stated that he felt that FORD could be even handed in his 
treatment of minorities. He again stated that FORD is a 
very decent and honest person. He stated that he has 
never heard any derogatory Information of any kind con- 
cerning FORD. 

Judge MC CREE stated that in his opinion FORD 
does have the intellectual capacity to fulfill the require- 
ments of the office of the Vice President of the United States. 
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He stated that it is his interpretation of the 25th 
Amendment that in a situation such as this, the President 
is to designate his Vice Presidential choice for confir- 
mation by the Congress. He stated that if he were in 
Congress, based upon what he knows of FORD, he would vote 
to confirm.

On October 17, 1973, Mr. MC NEELY, now residing 
8609 West 90th Terrace, Overland Park, Kansas, was 
interviewed at the office of the Citizens Conference on 
State Legislatures, 4722 Broadway, Kansas City, Missouri, 
where he is employed as Director of Orgaitzatlonal 
Development. MC NEELY advised he first became 

acquainted with FORD in about 1969 while the former was Chairman 
of the Democratic Party in the state of Michigan. MC NEELY 
states that his contacts with FORD have been limited to 
political functions in Michigan and he is not considered 
a personal friend of the appointee. 

MC NEELY advised he is not acquainted with F0RD*s 
personal life other than to say that he is not aware of any 
derogatory information in the appointee's background which 
would in any way preclude FORD's confirmation as Vice 
President.
